The  old  saying  ‘A  stitch  in 
time  save  nine’  may  well  be 
a suggestion  that  safety  precau- 
tions avoid  later  disaster. 

Replacing  burned  out  head- 
lights, adjusting  brakes,  remov- 
ing smooth  tires  are  examples 
of  “single  stitches”  that  can 
save  “many  stitches”  such  as 
crushed  fenders,  smashed  wind- 
shields, $50  or  so  on  a deduct- 
ible insurance  policy  and  re- 
gret. 

THURSDAY’S  EDITION  of 

the  Daily  Universe  said,  “Y  stu- 
dent hurt  in  crash”  . . . “Suf- 
fering from  severe  concussion, 
a broken  nose,  bruises,  abras- 
ions and  black  eyes,  . . .”  “Lan- 
ders (Martin  P.,  a senior  from 
Redondo  Beach,  Calif.)  is  in  St. 
Johns  Hospital,  Oxnard,  Calif. 

Why? 

“Due  to  mechanical  failure, 
his  car  careened  out  of  control 
and  hit  a telephone  pole  . . . 
Landers’  companion,  Virginia 
‘Ginger’  Williams,  junior  from 
Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  received 
bruises  and  a gashed  wrist.” 

THE  “MECHANICAL”  fail- 
ure” was  perhaps  one  that 
could  have  been  prevented. 
Could  one  “stitch  have  saved 
“nine”? 

Military  air  crews  help  re- 
duce accidents  with  detailed 
step  by  step  pre-flight  equip- 
ment and  aircraft  checks. 

The  price  of  one  pre-filght_ 
can  save  nine  lives. 

M.  E.  St.  Aubin.  director  of 
the  Service  Section  of  Gener- 
al Motors  Corporation  suggests 
the  following  safety  checks  to 
help  prevent  a body  overhaul 
of  driver  and  car. 

1.  Tires.  Check  air  pressure 
often  when  tires  are  cpld. 
Watch  for  cuts,  bruises  and 
tread  wear. 

2.  Windshield.  Keep  clean. 
Remove  all  stickers  not  requir- 
ed by  law. 


3.  Headlights  and  front  turn 
Signals.  Keep  clean.  Check  for 
burned  out  bulbs  and  fuses. 
Have  headlights  aimed  twice  a 
year. 

4.  Tail  lights,  stoplights  and 
rear  signals.  Keep  clean  and 
operating. 

5.  Exhaust  system.  Check  for 
unmuffled  noise  and  rusted  out 
places  to  prevent  carbon  mon- 
oxide leakage. 

6.  Steering.  Be  sure  the  car 
does  not  pull  to  the  right  or 
left.  Remove  excessive  “play” 
in  the  steering  wheel. 

7.  Brakes.  Be  sure  the  brake 
pedal  does  not  come  closer  to 
the  floor  than  one  inch  when 
depressed.  See  a mechanic  if 
brakes  grab  or  cause  a swerve 
to  the  right  or  left. 

8.  Windshield  wipers.  Be  sure 
they  wipe  clean. 

9.  Horn.  Be  sure  it  blows 
with  only  slight  pressure. 

10.  Rear-view  mirror.  Adjust 
before  starting  the  car.  Enjoy 
safe  driving.

Employees  of  the  post  office 
in  the  Student  Service  Center 
fs„  often  find  unaddressed  letters 
,tr>  in  the  mail  chutes,  according  to 
Mrs.  Leta  Christensen,  clerk  in 
charge. 


addressed  letters  come  in  “eV- 
ery  once  in  a while,”  Mrs.  Chris- 
tensen said. 


“One  we  never  did  trace 
down.  It  was  a special  delivery 
air  mail  to  Mother — with  no 
sending  or  return  address.” 


THE  LATEST  of  these  hap- 
less communications  is  tacked 
to  the  post  office  bulletin  board. 
Mailed  last  Tuesday,  it  begins: 
“Dear  Mama— Don’t  hurry  the 
dress”  and  concludes:  “I’ve  lost 
my  curlers.  Have  you  seen 
them  anywhere?  What  a thing 
to  lose.  Something  else  too  but 
I can’t  remember  what.  Love, 
Me.” 


SUCH  LETTERS  are  sent  to 
the  dead  letter  office  in  Salt 
Lake  City  where  they  are  held 
up  to  30  days.  Unclaimed  letters 
are  then  destroyed,  Mrs.  Chris- 
tensen explained.  Dead  letters 
are  very  seldom  ever  picked  up, 
she  said. 


Unaddressed  or  improperly 


The  sender  of  the  unaddress- 
ed card  to  “Mama”  may  retrieve 
it  at  the  campus  post  office, 
Mrs.  Christensen  pointed  out. 
The  letter  is  being  held  at  the 


BYU  post  office  for  a few  days 
in  hopes  that  its  author  will  see 
it  and  pick  it  up,  she  said. 

WITH  NO  TRACES  as  to  its 
sender  or  address,  the  dead  let- 
ter office  would  be  unable  to 
serve  the  card.  It  would  there- 
fore be  destroyed  immediately, 
she  explained. 

“Students  get  so  irritated 
when  their  mail  never  gets  to 
its  destination,”  said  M r s. 
Christensen.  If  it  goes  astray 
they  can  sometimes  find  it  at 
the  post  office,  she  suggested. 

An  unaddressed  money  order 
purchased  in  August  is  still  be- 
ing held  at  the  post  office.  The 
owner  may  claim  it  by  identify- 
ing the  amount,  she  said.
